Child Labor Law 
Explanation Given 


The Child Labor Law has not 
been changed during war con­ 
ditions but children can be em­ 
ployed under certain conditions 
as outlined by the State Depart­ 
ment of Public Welfare accord­ 
ing to the following information 
furnished by Mrs. Ernestine Ar­ 
thur of the local office. 
Packing sheds are permitted to 
employ 14 and 15 year old minors 
provided they do not work more 
than 3 hours per day or 18 hours 
per week during school sessions, 
not more than 8 hours per day 
or 40 hours per week when school 
is not in session. At no time are 
they allowed to work before 7 a.m. 
or after 7 p.m. 
In canneries or other manufac­ 
turing or processing plants, the 
minimum age is 16 with the mini­ 
mum set at 18 in those occupa­ 
tions designated as hazardous. 
Children who plan to work in 
sheds or plants are required to 
furnish a birth or baptismal cer­ 
tificate.
